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IRISH TAXATION. 
Letter from Mr. Lough, M.P. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—Some fortnight since you published trom 
me & summary oí irish taxation to the end of 
1916, which created some public interest. 1 did 
not reply to the many comments sooner, as the 
returbs to the end of 1917 were due, and, as 
they \bave now been circulated, it may interest 
your readers to compare them with previous 

ures. 

The total of the Irish taxes as shown by the 
Government figures, which 'some of your con- 
tributors think are under thé truth, now 
amounts to the large sum of £23.8 millions, or, 
say, £24 per family, or Ós. per head 
r annum, exceeding all expenditure in Ireland 

y £11.1 millions, and this sum was paid as an 
Imperial (or war) contribution. It may be com- 
pared with a toial taxation of 17.8 millions last 
year, 12.4 millions in 1915, or 9.4 millions ten 
years ago. Many of the new imposts sum- 
marised below are of a surprising character. 
Thus the Income Tax has risen from two to six 
millions since 1915, and the Excess Profits 
duty, which appears for the first time in the 
returns, produces three-and-a-half millions. 
When another million from death duties and 
land tax is added to these amounts, all the re- 
mainder, except the postal revenue, is the result 
of indirect taxation. Here the most interesting 
and pleasing em is a reduction of over one 
million in the revenue from strong drink. 
Seeing that the rate of taxation is now so much 
higher, this must be traced to increased sobriety 
quite as much as to the reduction of facilities, 
and this is all the more satisfactory when tbe 
increase of agricultural prosperity is borne in 
mind. 

The burdens on tea, . 
amount to six millions, the largest increase 
being appasent in sugar. The e ects of the 
heavy taxation are shown by the slight, growth 
in the te& revenue, and by the increased con- 
sumption of cocoa and coffee, which have 
yielded nearly £200,000. Many items appear for 
the first time in the returns, and it may well be 

uestioned whether it was worth while to intro- 

uce some of them. Musical instruments furnish 

a paltry £6,000, which could well be spared 
towards increasing the harmony of the nation. 
Mineral waters carry a burden of over £100,000, 
being taxed almost twice as much as light beer. 
Entertainments are made to pay eighty-three 
thousand, and in the match tax a serious blow 
is aimed at a struggling national industry for 
the sake of some £60,000. 

Turning to expenditure, apart from the great 
contribution to the war, little change is to be 
noted. Education costs an extra two hundred 
thousand, making two millions in all. The De- 
partment of Agriculture, insurance, and the 
Constabulary are the only other directions in 
which any material increase is shown, and 
against these there is a substantial reduction 
in the cost of pensions and superannuation. 
The extraordinary growth alike in the total 
amount and in the variety of the taxes may 
well attract attention to the question of their 
suitability in an agricultural country, and how 
far the means exist to carry such weighty 
burdens.—Yours, etc.,
